The students of Liberty speak English, and for at least one 
period each day, they speak it correctly. In order to interest so 
many people, it was necessary for the English teachers to adopt 
new methods. If the student were to adjust to college classes or 
on-the-job problems in English, no longer could there be dull 
grammar drill to fill a period. 

Communication! This was the key word of the required classes 
and of the English electives of speech, drama, and advanced 
grammar and composition. Liberty students discovered that the 
world would not accept a mumbled answer in response to a 
question. The scientific trend of society made it necessary to stress 
concise, logical thinking. 

Imagination, however, was not pushed aside. If a student 
wanted to write about green roses and purple elephants, his work 
was not discouraged. But he may have had to explain his choice of 
subject. In the English department, the creative student found new 
ways to express his emotions. Each teacher developed phrasing and 
continuity in student work and encouraged the pupil to participate 
in forensics and essay contests. The growth of a student’s 
understanding of life was the goal of each classroom discussion. If 
man were to continue to progress, it was clear that he must know 
what has come before in the philosophy concerning life.

Come Alive for Foreign Language Students

The world grows small. People who speak a different 
language will confront the student on the job or in college. He 
must be able to communicate in a language which he did not 
learn as a child. He must find the answer to conversational 
problems while in the language classes of Liberty. In the 
modern languages of French and Spanish, the plan of study for 
the first through third year classes, was to learn to 
communicate ideas, whole phrases in the language, and not to 
simply memorize vocabulary and rules. Interest in language 
became so intensified that Mrs. Owen had to teach all second 
year students in one period in order to make room for three 
Spanish I classes. Another French teacher was added to the 
staff to accommodate the number of students who requested 
the course. ; 

To establish a background for any new language, to 
understand English, and to appreciate the value of Latin 
Literature: these were the objectives of Mrs. Stone’s Latin 
classes. Although conversational Latin was not stressed, the 
ability to communicate in a different pattern benefited the 
student from first year to fourth year. 

Whether a Liberty student spoke in Spanish, French, or 
Latin, the opportunity to think in a foreign language was given 
to any forward-looking student.

Facet of the Science Department 


Curiosity is a necessity for the science department. The teacher 
must make the sleeping student aware that there is a world out 
there and that he needs to live in it. Science contributes to the life 
of the student as he applies the broad concepts he learns in the 
laboratory to the individual problems he faces in his job or in 
college. The technical way of life demands a background in science. 

Mrs. Thaxton, who heads the department, values student 
participation in all essay contests, junior science and humanities 
symposium, the V.J.A.S. and science talent searches. She also 
makes available information on these extra projects to all science 
teachers. The county fair occupies much of the planning time of 
the department during the winter months. 

The first non-credit course at Liberty was instituted under the 
science department guidance. The students who participated had 
completed two lab sciences with satisfactory grades and desired to 
gain a more extensive background in fields of science not taught at 
Liberty. There were no grades given in the class held after school. 
Learning solely for the sake of knowledge was the goal of each 
member. The teachers who led the program discovered that area 
colleges opened some of their scientific seminars to such classes. 
The students took advantage of both free courses and those that 
required a fee.

Math Is an Art 


of Comprehension 


Keeping the pace in an ever increasingly technical world is the 
purpose of the Math Department. Solving algebraic equations, 
memorizing theorems and writing proofs, learning the relationship 
between sine and secant, these were problems with which the math 
students were faced daily. Math became more than simply knowing 
that two plus two equaled four; it became important to know why 
this was true. The complex web of mathematics clearly showed 
that it was necessary to make every progression tight without any 
weak threads. The system revised from last year was made even 
more interlocking. 

In the Matharama, an annual project of the Math Department, 
the students had an opportunity to show their talents in displays 
and research papers. Student work that showed an unusual 
presentation or advanced calculations, was entered in the Science 
fair held in March and abstracts were sent to V.J.A.S. 

Math was a course of participation. A student did not advance if 
he did not do a great amount of work outside of the math class. He 
learned through reports and projects that he could reason and 
experiment with ideas which he thought he could never even 
understand.

The Business Department, in 
order to insure offices and research centers against incompetent 
workers, presents actual problems to the students. 

The classroom situation, whether it is Typing I or Office Practice, 
emphasized the idea of precise and correct work. The accuracy of 
computers and the importance of correct figures was stressed to 
clarify the meaning of what men and women can do in the world of 
big or small business. 

Many academically geared students participate in business classes in 
order to gain knowledge of economic trends and problems and to 
acquire the practical tool of typing or shorthand. The office practice 
classes, taught for two periods at a time, prepared the interested 
students in more advanced office work. The program is comprehensive 
enough to allow a girl to go directly from high school to a business 
career or to give the college bound student a background for more 
advanced business training.

Subscription sales increased as the result of an active staff and 
poster campaign. A sock hop, free to subscription holders, was 
employed as an additional incentive. 

The copy and pictures for each edition of the paper were 
carefully screened in order to create the right type of monthly 
publication. Deeper insights were sought into current school events 
that could be projected by a local daily paper. Editorial comments 
were limited to issues that dealt with the problems of school life 
and there were also comments from the students themselves on the 
policies or ideas of Liberty. One major project of the staff was to 
help promote political interest in the November campaign by 
conducting and publishing a poll taken from all classes concerning 
voting preferences. By bringing in concise and informative articles, 
the editor and her staff attempted to publish a paper of sound 
journalistic standing.
